SIR JOHN SPEAKS UUT IN 
MEETING. 

Ata Nethodist picnic recently held at 
Westport,Out.,Sir. John Macdonald in a 
speech to show thatjthe Jesuit act ques-

The parliament of Canada did not pass 
the Jesuit’s Estates act. The parliament 
of Canada had no more to do with it than 
the congress of the United States. Be it 
right or be it wrong, that was no affair of 
ours, It was within the limits of the con- 
stitution, and they had a right to pass it 
if they chose, What is the meaning of 
tree governmeat? It means government 
where the people have the right to rule 
or misrule themselves as they chose, 


Premier Mercier in his reply to the Pro- 
testant committee of public instructien, 
addressed to Bishop Williams of Quebec» 
says. “I understand tne members of the 
committee act in the name of the Protes- 
tants of this province, in the public trust 
imposed on them to distrihute the $60,- 
000. given them bythe Jesuit’s Estates 
act. The intention of the government 
never was to abolish the fund, and there- 
tore we cannot have the slightest objec. 
tion to recommend that the law be recon- 
structed as it was before the Jesuit act if 
it is found necessary. It was the inten 
tion of the government to give $60,000 in 
capital to theProtestant committee, and 
the goverument is ready if the Protestant 
members of the House agree to restore 
the law as it was before changod at their 
request, The goverument counot refuse 
to increase the grant if it be shown that 
the amount is not a fair proportion. The 
desire of the government is to render jus- 
tice on every occassion, and to give full 
satisfaction to the Protestaot minority 
in this province whenever it is possible.
